FALL PROTECTION SYSTEM 
ACCIDENTAL OPENING OF LANYARD SNAP HOOK 


WHAT HAPPENED? 

An experienced installer was caulking 
a communication antenna at a height 

of 100 metres above the ground. As 
required, he secured his two-metre 
lanyard to a retaining ring on the 
antenna using standard hooks. When 

it became necessary for him to move 

he pulled on the lanyard which suddenly 
separated from the retaining ring. 

He fell onto a wire mesh platform 
located a few metres below the antenna. 
Had it not been for the platform, he 
would have fallen to his death. 


WHAT TO DO TO PREVENT IT HAPPENING TO YOU 
Couple the snap hook to the anchor point 

ie; eye bolt, dee-ring, etc. Manipulate, 
with rolling action, the snap hook around 
the anchor point and determine if the keeper 
can be depressed by shank of the eye bolt or by 
the opposite side of the eye bolt or dee-ring. Find 
an anchor point that does not allow this to happen.
